We  are  proud  of  our  exhibit.  !t  displays  a  cross  section  of 
the  work  of  our  children  for  the  entire  school  year.  The  theme 
of  our  exhibit,  chosen  by  the  girls  and  boys,  is  Safety  and  is  one 
of  our  most  pressing  modern  problems.  The  matter  of  safety  is 
the  concern  of  children  and  adults  alike. 

Records  of  the  National  Safety  Council  and  those  of  law 
enforcement  agencies  reveal  an  appalling  number  of  crippling 
and  fatal  accidents  in  industry,  on  the  highway,  on  the  farm 
and  in  the  home.  The  lack  of  courtesy  contributes  to  most 
accidents.  There  should  be  no  rationing  of  courtesy  for  common 
courtesy  will  protect  lives  and  property  immeasureably  in  a 
complex  society  i ska  ours. 

This  is  a  National  problem  and  is  one  of  the  key  projects  of 
our  own  State  Government.  Great  strides  have  been  made, 
much  more  can  be  done,  and  let  us,  through  effective  guid¬ 
ance,  help  the  children  of  today  become  better  citizens  of  to¬ 
morrow.

SAFETY  IN  SCHOOL 

St  has  been  said  that  safety  is  a  matter  of  forming  sound 
habits.  Little  do  many  of  us  realize  the  many  precautions  we 
take  every  day  to  insure  safety  for  others  and  for  ourselves. 
Consider,  for  example,  the  manner  in  which  traffic  is  managed 
in  going  to  and  from  school.  All  of  us  follow  prescribed  routes 
in  a  united  effort  to  reduce  congestion  in  the  doorways  and  cor¬ 
ridors.  Certain  routes  have  been  established  for  fire  drills  to 
permit  everyone  ample  opportunity  to  get  out  of  the  building 
safely.  Discipline  in  the  classrooms  and  the  corridors  is  main¬ 
tained,  not  for  the  sake  of  discipline  itself,  but  for  the  purpose  of 
preventing  accidents  and  possible  injury. 

For  most  of  us  these  procedures  and  many  others  have 
become  a  matter  of  habit.  Consequently  we  give  little  thought 
to  their  origin  and  necessity.  However,  we  often  find  ourselves 
in  novel  situations,  some  of  which  may  be  hazardous.  At  such 
times  we  are  required  to  THINK  to  insure  SAFETY.  Our  exhibit 
points  out  a  large  number  of  these  situations.  Luck  will  not 
always  be  with  us.  After  ail  the  lucky  person  is  the  one  who 
has  availed  himself  of  the  opportunity  to  learn  about  safety. 

Congratulations  to  the  Annual  Exhibit  Committee  and  the 
students  who  have  made  this  exhibit  possible.  My  personal 
thanks  to  ail  of  you  for  this  wonderful  contribution  to  our 
educational  program.
